Judge: Gay 
Marriage 
Ban Illegal 

Boston 

A federal law banning gay mar- 
riage is unconstitutional because it 
interferes with the right of a state to 
define the institution and therefore 
denies married gay couples some 
federal benefits, a federal judge 
ruled Thursday in Boston. 

U.S. District Judge Joseph ruled 
in favor of gay couples’ rights in two 
separate challenges to the Defense 
of Marriage Act, known as DOM A, 
a 1996 law that the Obama admin- 
istration has argued for repealing. 
The rulings apply to Massachusetts 
but could have broader implications 
if they’re upheld on appeal. 

The state had argued the law 
denied benefits such as Medicaid 
to gay married couples in Massa- 
chusetts, where same-sex unions 
have been legal since 2004. Tauro 
agreed and said the act forces Mas- 
sachusetts to discriminate against 
its own citizens in order to be eli- 
gible for federal funding in feder- 
al-state partnerships. 

In a ruling in a separate case 
filed by Gays & Lesbian Advo- 
cates & Defenders, Tauro ruled 
the act violates the equal protec- 
tion clause of the U.S. Constitu- 
tion.

10 suburban secret 
agents plead guilty, 
are ordered deported 

New York 

In the biggest spy swap since the 
Cold War, 10 confessed Russian 
agents who infiltrated suburban 
America were ordered deported 
Thursday in exchange for four peo- 
ple convicted of betraying Moscow 
to the West. 

The 10 defendants, many speak- 
ing in heavy Russian accents despite 
having spent years posing as U.S. 
citizens, pleaded guilty to conspira- 
cy in a Manhattan courtroom, were 
sentenced to time served and were 
ordered out of the country. 

U.S. officials announced that the 
Russian government would release 
four convicted spies to the U.S. in 
exchange for the 10 people cap- 
tured last week. The swap carries 
significant consequences for efforts 
between Washington and Moscow 
to repair ties chilled by a deepening 
atmosphere of suspicion. 

“The network of unlawful agents 
operating inside the United States 


has been dismantled,” State Depart- 
ment Mark Toner said. “No signifi- 
cant national security benefit would 
be gained from the prolonged incar- 
ceration in the United States of these 
10 unlawful agents.” 

Attorney General Eric Holder 
said the “extraordinary” case took 
years of work, “and the agreement 
we reached today provides a suc- 
cessful resolution for the United 
States and its interests.” 


The Russian spies in the swap 
weren’t immediately identified, 
although arms analyst Igor Sutyagin 
was reportedly plucked from a Mos- 
cow prison and put on a plane to 
Vienna, Austria. Other candidates 
that Russia was reported to be offer- 
ing included Sergei Skripal, a for- 
mer colonel in the Russian military 
intelligence; Alexander Sypachev, a 
colonel in the Russian intelligence 
service; and Alexander Zaporozhs- 


ky, a former colonel in the Russian 
Foreign Intelligence Service. 

The 10 suburban spies who 
pleaded guilty in a Manhattan 
courtroom provided almost no 
information about what kind of 
spying they did for Russia. When 
asked to describe their crimes, each 
acknowledged having worked for 
Russia secretly, sometimes under 
an assumed identity, without regis- 
tering as a foreign agent, (ap)

Duck Tours Grounded 


Hopes dim in search 
for missing persons 
after boat accident 

Philadelphia 

Sandy Cohen looked up from the 
deck of a stalled tourist boat to see 
an enormous barge approaching 
fast, and it was clear it wasn’t going 
to stop. Then came the screams. 

Over the next few seconds of ter- 
ror, she and other passengers fum- 
bled to put on lifejackets and ran for 
cover as best they could. Next came 
a crash, the duck boat flipped over, 
and 37 passengers were plunged 
into the Delaware River. 

Cohen came to the surface, 
clinging to the life jacket she had 
managed to snag seconds before. 
A Hungarian teenager on the tour 
was hanging onto the jacket, too. 

Two fellow passengers in the

U.S. for the same language class as 
the teenager have not been found. 
Hope faded for finding them alive 
Thursday. The search was continu- 
ing for the pair, a 16 -year-old girl 
and a 20-year-old man, but visibil- 


ity in the 50-foot-deep water was 
too poor to send divers in. 

While crews searched for the 
missing, the tour company said 
Thursday that it was suspending 
operations nationwide, a day after 
it suspended its Philadelphia tours. 
It also operates tours in San Fran- 
cisco; Atlanta; Newport, Ky.; and 
Branson, Mo. A Ride the Ducks 
operation in Seattle is indepen- 
dently owned and remained open 
for business Thursday. 

The six-wheeled duck boat, 
which can travel seamlessly on land 
and water, had driven into the river 
Wednesday afternoon and suffered 
a mechanical problem and a small 
fire, officials said. It was struck 
about 10 minutes later by the tug- 
boat-pushed barge. The 37 people 
aboard were tossed overboard, 
police said. Most were plucked from 
the river by other vessels in a fran- 
tic rescue operation, (ap)

Norway Arrests 3 in Bomb Plot 


Suspected al-Qaeda 
members linked to 
plots in N.Y. and U.K. 

Oslo 

Three suspected al-Qaeda mem- 
bers were arrested Thursday in 
a Norwegian bomb plot linked to 
the same terrorist planners behind 
thwarted schemes to blow up New 
York’s subway and a British shop- 
ping mall. 

The alleged Norwegian plot, 


underscoring changing al-Qae- 
da tactics in the decade since the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks, was said to 
involve powerful peroxide bombs 
similar to ones aimed for detona- 
tion in New York and Manchester, 
England. 

All three plans were organized 
by Saleh al-Somali, al-Qaeda’s for- 
mer chief of external operations, 
who had been in charge of plotting 
attacks worldwide, Norwegian and 
U.S. officials believe. Al-Somali was 
killed in a CIA drone airstrike last 
year, but officials say the three plots 


had already been set in motion by 
the time of his death. 

Thursday’s arrests suggest- 
ed how decentralized and nimble 
al-Qaeda has become since the 
2001 attacks. The terror group 
has recently focused on smaller- 
level attacks that don’t require 
the intricate planning that it took 
to hijack airplanes and fly them 
into buildings in New York and 
Washington. 

Last year, when the FBI and CIA 
thwarted the suicide attack in the 
New York subway, officials called it 


the most dangerous plot since Sept. 
11. And in the past two days, rev- 
elations about the related plots in 
England and now in Norway have 
illustrated the terror group’s multi- 
country scope. 

Al-Qaeda keeps its plots com- 
partmentalized, and officials do 
not believe the suspects in Nor- 
way knew about the other cells 
involved. 

The Norwegian and U.S. offi- 
cials spoke on condition of anonym- 
ity because they were not autho- 
rized to discuss the case, (ap)

Egyptians Uncover 4,300-Year-Old Tomb 



Colorful paintings 
mark discovery; vast 
cemetery eyed nearby 

Saqqara, Egypt 

Egyptian archaeologists on Thurs- 
day unveiled a newly unearthed 
double tomb with vivid wall paint- 
ings in the ancient necropolis of 
Saqqara near Cairo, saying it could 
be the start for uncovering a vast 
cemetery in the area. 

The 45300-year old tomb includes 
two false doors with colorful paint- 
ings depicting the two people buried 
there, a father and a son who served 
as heads of the royal scribes, said 


Abdel-Hakim Karar, a top archae- 
ologist at Saqqara. “The colors of 
the false door are fresh as if it was 


painted yesterday,” Karar said. 

Humidity had destroyed the sar- 
cophagus of the father, Shendwas, 


while the tomb of the son, Khonsu, 
was robbed in antiquity, he said. 

Also inscribed on the father’s 
false door was the name of Pepi II, 
whose 90-year reign is believed to 
be the longest of the pharaohs. The 
inscription dates the double tomb 
to the 6th dynasty, which marked 
the beginning of the decline of the 
Old Kingdom, also known as the 
age of pyramids. 

Egypt’s antiquities chief, Zahi 
Hawass, said the new finds were 
“the most distinguished tombs 
ever found from the Old King- 
dom,” because of their “amazing 
colors.” He said the area, if exca- 
vated, could unveil the largest cem- 
etery of ancient Egypt, (ap)

Police records show 
UVa. murder suspect 
aware of bloody nose 

Charlottesville, Va. 

George Huguely V told Charlottes- 
ville police that he “saw blood com- 
ing from Yeardley Love’s nose ” as 
he banged her head against a wall 
during an assault May 3 that led to 
her death, according to police and 
court records released Thursday. 

Love died of blunt force trauma 
to the head, the Virginia State Med- 
ical Examiner said Wednesday. 

Huguely, a former player on 
the University of Virginia lacrosse 
team, was carrying a passport in 
the shorts he was wearing during 
the assault, according to search 
warrants filed in Circuit Court. 

During a search of the black 
Chevy Tahoe driven by Huguely 


and registered to his father, George 
Huguely IV, police found handwrit- 
ten notes, a digital camera and a flip 
phone, according to a list of what 
was removed during the search. 

A letter addressed to Love also 
was found in the apartment of 
Huguely V, although the contents 
of the letters and notes were not 


detailed by police. 

Huguely V, 22, of Chevy 
Chase, remains held without 
bond, charged with murder in 
Love’s death.

Hope Floats for BP 

Oil giant again says it’s close to putting a cap on the Gulf spill 


Theodore, Ala. 

BP and the federal government are 
offering a ray of hope in a summer 
of setbacks for crews trying to stop 
the gulf oil spill: The first of two 
relief wells could be done by the 
end of this month, weeks ahead of 
schedule. 

But officials are quick to say that 
meeting such an optimistic time- 
table would require ideal condi- 
tions every step of the way, some- 
thing that has rarely happened 
since the gusher began more than 
2 V 2 months ago a mile below the 
water’s surface. 

It would not be the first time 


that bp’s efforts to stop the leak 
have fallen short. So, is BP setting 
itself up for failure again? 

“BP’s credibility is basically 
shot,” said Jefferson Parish Coun- 
cil Chairman John Young.

Drilling Ban Rejected

would be done even earlier. In a per- 
mit filed in April with the U.S. Min- 
erals and Management Service, the 
company predicted the relief well 
would be finished by July 15. 

Retired Coast Guard Adm. 
Thad Allen, the Obama adminis- 
tration’s point man on the crisis, 
has confirmed that the operation 
is ahead of schedule, but he won’t 
budge from the expected August 
completion date. 

The relief well is currently the 
best hope for stopping the leak. 
Allen said Thursday it is expected 
to intercept and penetrate the pipe 
from the Deepwater Horizon rig 
about 18,000 feet below sea level in 
seven to 10 days.

Zimmerman Gives All-Star Voters Regrets

As Ryan Zimmerman rounded 
third base on Tuesday night and 
approached a pack of ebullient team- 
mates crowded at home plate, wait- 
ing, a smile spread across his face, 
one that has appeared rarely lately. 

But as he stepped on the plate, 
giving the Washington Nationals a 
6-5 victory, that smile represented 
more than the satisfaction of a single 
game won. It said that Zimmerman 
was finally feeling good again. 

The walk-off shot was his second 
home run of the night, his third in 
two games, and the sixth game-end- 
ing homer of his career. He appears 
to have finally shaken off a prolonged 
slump. His batting average dropped

“I’ve been struggling for the last 
three weeks,” Zimmerman said. 
“It’s kind of starting to get back to 
where I want to be. It’s good.” 

Two three-hit games, followed by 
a two-hit performance on Wednes- 
day, came after Sunday’s news 
that he’d been overlooked for the 


National League All-Star squad, a 
somewhat surprising slight for the 
25-year-old who played in his first 
all-star game last year and then won 
both the Gold Glove and the Silver 
Slugger as the league’s best fielding 
and best hitting third baseman. 

Perhaps because he’s spent his 


career on one of baseball’s worst 
teams — and perhaps because his 
Geico caveman commercials don’t 
air outside the local market — Zim- 
merman, who is batting .296 with 16 
home runs and 47 RBI, didn’t crack 
the top five in fan voting at his posi- 
tion. He was subsequently passed 


over for a reserve spot by National 
League manager Charlie Manuel, 
who knows Zimmerman well 
But Zim’s value is not under- 
appreciated in the Nats’ clubhouse.

Just because rugs are underfoot does not mean they 
should be overlooked. In fact, many interior designers believe the 
success of a room hinges on the very thing you walk all over. “It’s one 
of the most important pieces, because rugs are all about warmth,” 
says D.C. designer Sally Steponkus (Steponkus.com). “If a room is 
cold, nobody wants to stick around.” 


Over the past decade, howev- 
er, people have been moving away 
from the instant cosseting that 
wall-to-wall carpet brings. “The 
adage in the business is that when- 
ever someone pulls up the carpet- 
ing to put in a hard surface, they 
are in the market for an [area] rug 
within 48 hours,” says Chris Davis, 
president and CEO of the World 
Floor Covering Association. 

Choosing the right design isn’t 
always easy — or quick. Amy Gra- 
ham, 37, an attorney and mother of 


two, deliberated for months before 
settling on a runner of hard-wear- 
ing rug tiles and a plush Angela 
Adams floral for the foyer of her 
Cabin John, Md., home. 

“I didn’t know whether I should 
coordinate with the marble, the 
rugs in other rooms, or both,” 
she says. 

Looking for a shortcut to your 
rug search? Just follow the tips 
below to find one that exceeds your 
expectations, but not your budget.

START HERE - OR THERE? 

Certain designers recommend beginning with 
the rug; others say it is the last piece they choose. 
And some, such as Liz Levin of Liz Levin Interiors 
in Georgetown, use both MOs. “The rug is either a 
jumping-off point, or it’s a quiet backdrop to louder 
artwork or fabric patterns,” she explains. 


SAVE OR 
SPLURGE? 

Whether your rug plays a starring 
role, determine how much money 
you’re willing to spend, and adjust 
your expectations accordingly. 
Looking for an investment piece? 
Then expect to pay a couple thou- 
sand bucks, minimum. If you’d be 
satisfied with something dispos- 
able, think a few hundred dollars 
(hi, Ikea or Overstock.com). 

A custom design may not be 
out of reach. Personalized options 
include design darlings Galbraith & 
Paul and mass market e-tailers such 
as Theperfectrug.com, which allows 
customers to pick a material, size, 
and border for as little as $149. 


MAN OR 
MACHINE? 

Nothing affects the cost of a rug 
more than labor. The priciest rugs 
are hand-knotted and hand-tufted 
designs. Still, Timothy Worrell of 
Timothy Paul Carpets (1404 14th 
St. NW; 202-319-1100) cautions 
not to get caught up in how many 
knots there are per square inch. “I 
think it’s an old Persian mystique 
that the more knots, the better,” he 
says. Since the pieces in Worrell’s 
shop are heirlooms-in-the-making, 
he recommends, “going a bit more 
conservative. Buy something that 
can move from room to room.” 

If you follow trends, you can 
find affordable options. “There have

More affordable material options 
include cotton, wool blends or syn- 
thetics such as nylon and polypro- 
pylene, which are both stain-resis- 
tant and easy to clean. 

Another budget selection: natu- 
ral fibers: jute, sisal, sea grass. “Sea 
grass is cheap enough that you can 
replace it, and it can go tradition- 
al or modern,” Levin says. Natu- 
ral fibers also make a good base 
for layering hides or more expen- 
sive rugs. “I have customers who 
come in and say they have a 15-by- 
15 room, which their condo laws 
require them to cover. But they 
don’t have $10,000 to spend,” 
says Timothy Worrell. “Go get a 
sisal from Pottery Barn and come 
here to get a small rug for in front 
of the sofa.”

GO FIBER-RICH 


Most pros agree that if you 
can afford a wool rug, buy 
one. “It’s a sustainable, 
natural fiber and has the 
strength and longevity to 
make your purchase last,” 
says Silver Spring-based 
designer Debbie Wiener 
(Mydesigningsolutions. 
com). “It’s what every- 
thing else tries to be.” The 
material goes the distance 
thanks to lanolin, a wool 
grease that resists stains. 
So, look for a wool that 
isn’t over-processed; it 
should leave a slightly 
greasy feeling on your 
hands after you rub it.

Angela Adams’ Nectar patterned 
rug ($425-$1,950, Angelaadams. 
com) beautiful and sturdy. 



CALCULATE 
FOOT TRAFFIC 

Think about where a rug is going, 
who is walking on it and how often. 
Why blow your budget on a built- 
to-last beauty in a guest room that 
nobody uses? Investing in some- 
thing special for an area that every- 
one tramps through doesn’t make 
sense either. In stain-magnet spots 
(kids’ rooms, kitchens), go for a rug 
with max durability and minimal 
cost. Consider carpet tiles, which 
can be cleaned or replaced (try Flor. 
com) and indoor/outdoor designs. 
Dash & Albert’s polypropylene rugs 
(Dashandalbert.com) often star 
in high-traffic zones of Sally Ste- 
ponkus’ projects. “You can hose 
them down,” she says. 

SIZE UP 

The biggest mistake rug custom- 
ers make: selecting one that’s too 
small, essentially a postage stamp 
floating in a sea of hardwood. It’s 
the error Michael Egan, 27, and his 
wife made when choosing a rug 
for the TV room of their Cleveland 
Park duplex. “In the end, it had to 
be replaced. Luckily, it fits nicely 
in one of the bedrooms,” he says. 
Most designers ascribe to a bigger- 
is-better philosophy. “The bigger 
the rug, the bigger the room feels,” 
says Steponkus, who often opts for 
a hardwood “reveal” of just three 
to four inches. 



OPPOSITES 

ATTRACT 

Don’t be afraid to mix up the style 
of your rug and your furniture. 
“You can put together an old Turk- 
ish Oushak, with more modern col- 
ors and a Ligne Roset couch. That 
works,” Worrell says. “And I’ve seen 
traditional furniture set down on a 
plain Tibetan vegetable-dyed rug. 
It’s a beautiful thing.”

Mitchell, whose every move inspires Book- 
er nominations and mass hysteria over how 
young he is, normally likes to destroy the 
planet — or maybe just Tokyo — before his 
novels conclude.

To be as funny as Steve CareLL, you 
have to be smart. No one who is stu- 
pid can play stupid, and whether it’s 
Michael Scott in “The Office" or Brick 
Tamland in “Anchorman," CareU adds 
depth to characters who could be 
one-note annoyances. (Just look at 
the quiet glee with 
which Brick declares 
“I killed a guy!" after 
the news team brawl.) 
When he's not on a 
one-man mission 
to make me wet my 
pants, he turns in 
performances like the

Sophisticated visuals 
and a talented cast 
make ‘Despicable Me’ 
surprisingly lovable 

Film Review 

I cannot tell a lie: I spent the first 
several minutes of “Despicable Me” 
squirming uncomfortably, never 
laughing and barely cracking a 
smile. The nasty streak that ani- 
mates its protagonist, a hollow-eyed 
supervillain named Gru (voiced by 
Steve Carell), is so deep and wide 
as to seem insurmountable. 

But hang in there and “Despi- 
cable Me” turns into an improb- 
ably heartwarming, not to men- 
tion visually delightful, diversion. 
After another evildoer impress- 
es the world by stealing the Great 
Pyramid of Giza, Gru looks for his 
big comeback and hits on the idea 
of stealing the moon. He adopts 
three sweet girls from an orphan- 
age run by a sadistic Southern 
belle (Kristen Wiig), and, along 
with an army of tiny yellow “min-

ions,” begins to bring his plan into 
action. (Those minions, by the way, 
pretty much steal the movie, much 
like the adorable singing slugs in 
“Flushed Away.”) 

Carell, taking a page or two 
from Drs. Evil and Horrible (from 
“Austin Powers” and Joss Whe- 
don’s “Sing-Along Blog,” respective- 
ly), affects an indeterminate Slavic 
accent to play Gru, but the expert 


timing is in full force as his charac- 
ter tries mightily to resist the paren- 
tal tug his three young charges elic- 
it. “Despicable Me” features some 
ace voice talent, including Russell 
Brand as Gru’s elderly henchman.

“Despicable Me” is a terrific 
choice for families still on a high 
from “Toy Story 3 ” but it deserves 
even more credit for its elegant 
visual design and use of 3-D, which 
here looks crisp and provides gen- 
uine visual excitement.

a straight face with this movie — the 
fifth in the “Predator” franchise — 
has more to do with just how much 
fun it seems to be having with — 
let’s face it — a silly premise.
